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THE OPERATIVE TREATMENT PES 
CAVUS.* 
By HARRY M. SHERMAN, A. M., M. D., San Francisco. 


HAVE always found the deformity called “hollow 
clawfoot,” Griffe pied difficult condition 
manage. true that section the plantar 
fascia and forcible extension the forepart 
the foot upon the hinderpart, and perhaps achil- 
lotomy added correct the relation the foot 
the leg, has overcome the deformity; but the posi- 
tion gained has not been maintained, and have 
been correspondingly disappointed. The fault this 
lies the fact that force arranged 
for the foot and leg maintain the corrected posi- 
tion, and extraneous retentive force either pain- 
ful inefficient. 


the which have seen, the deformity has 
quite plainly been due paralysis the plantar 
interossei and lumbricales. Normally, action 
these muscles, holding the toes straight even 
little flexed, transfers the extensor effect the long 
toe extensors—that is, the extensor proprius hallucis 
and the extensor communis digitorum—from the toes 
the metatarsus, and extends the tarsus. 
Paralysis these two sets muscles, plantar inter- 
ossei and lumbricales, permits the action the toe 
extensors expended wholly the toes, pulling 
them into marked hyperextension, and permitting 
the metatarsus stay into flexed position 
the tarsus. The long toe extensors, with the 
combined action the plantar interossei and 
bricales, are consequently the chief metatarsal ex- 
tensors; the effect the tibialis anticus and the 
peroneus tertius the metatarsus not very great; 
and the metatarsus has special extensor muscles 
its own. 

The proposition was simple one; give the 
metatarsus extensor muscles antagonize the 
flexor force the plantar groups and prevent per- 
sistent midtarsal and tarso-metatarsal flexion with 
consequent retraction the plantar fascia. The 
needed muscles were found the long toe extensors 
themselves, and the operation have done has been 
cut the tendons these muscles from their inser- 
tions into the toes and transplant them into the 
metatarsal bones just behind their heads. 

have formulated and followed the following 
technic: 

certain position while five tendon-sutures were ap- 
plied have, after such subcutaneous sections 
fascia and tendons, and such manual instrumental 
remodeling was necessary correct malposition 
deformity, put the foot into plaster Paris 
splint the corrected position. Then, immediately 
after the setting the splint, have cut away 
much was necessary from the dorsum, exposed 
the field the operation, and been able the 
work the tendons quietly and without the danger 
any slipping the foot, which might tear out 
some the earlier sutures while the later ones 
were being placed. 

the practical difficulty putting 
the tendon under the periosteum the metatarsal 
bone, and suturing there while working wholly 
the dorsum and somewhat limited space, have 
sutures directly through the foot and the 
plantar part the splint, and have fastened them 
firmly the outside the latter. this way 
can hold the tendon closely against the denuded bone 
under the periosteum, and can maintain the position 
long absorbable suture will last, and that

tached base the tarso-metatarsal line, its sides 
the inner side the first and the outer 
side the fifth metatarsal bone, and its free 
margin the metatarso-phalangeal line. (Fig. 
shows the position the flap incisions.) The turn- 
ing back the flap exposes all the toe extensor 
tendons they traverse the metatarsus. The ex- 
tensor proprius hallucis tendon now picked up, 
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cut just behind the head the first metatarsal bone 
and turned back from its sheath. The periosteum 
thus exposed incised along the dorsum the bone 
and separated toward either side. Two chromicized 
catgut sutures, each having long, strong, straight 
Hagadorn needle either end, are passed trans- 
versely through the tendon, nearer its dorsal than 
its plantar surface, the distal sutures about 
from the cut end and the proximal about the same 
distance behind this. One these needles passed 
either side the bone, between and the re- 
flected flap the periosteum, and then through 
the sole the foot and the plantar part splint. 
Now, when these two sutures are pulled taut and tied 
the sole the splint the tendon held tight 
the denuded bone, and partly covered the flaps 
periosteum (Fig. 5). The value the splint 
now seen, for this toe may disregarded during 
the operation the others. The other tendons are 
treated exactly similar fashion, except that 
seems that one suture may enough for tendon 
instead two. After the last tendon sutured, the 
flap replaced and stitched subcuticular suture, 
proper dressing put and another plaster

Paris bandage put about all retain the dress- 
ings and strengthen the splint. Unless there some 
reason for doing otherwise, the dressing and foot are 
left undisturbed for six eight weeks. get the 
best functional result, the foot should posi- 
tion slight dorsal flexion (extension) the ankle 
joint. 

Now all the cases which have done this, 
eight feet six children, the immediate result has 
been what was intended.

the corrective procedure, then will possible 
practice the suture which passes through the foot 
and splint and ties the outside the latter, for 
the needle passes with but little difficulty through 
the freshly set plaster Paris bandage. But there 
one practical point which must not forgotten. 
needle which has passed through the plaster 
Paris splint must not considered aseptic and re- 
threaded another suture for use. the contrary 
must considered septic, and resterilized 
before used second time. Again, there must 
to-and-fro pulling the sutures after they are 
place, else plaster Paris may carried back 
into the wound, with great possibility its infec- 
tion. Moreover, when the splint removed 
necessary see that the foot not bound the 
splint unabsorbed sutures, may happen. 

have applied this simple plan putting the 
retentive splint after the correction the deformity 
and then immediately doing the operation the 
tendons, through fenestrum cut the splint, not 
only the operations described, the transposition 
all the toe extensor tendons metatarsal inser- 
tions, but also the transposition posterior tibial 
and peroneal tendons calcis insertions, and 
transposing the extensor proprius hallucis in- 
sertion the cuboid fifth metatarsal take the 
place paralyzed peroneals, and once opera- 
tion extensor tendon finger, which the 
little middle slip the extensor communis digitorum, 
which inserted into the base the second pha- 
lanx, had been cut punctured wound. this 
instance the chromicized gut suture pierced the 
tendinous slip transversely, then was led fine 
needles through two holes which had been bored 
the bone the proper places and then passed 
through the integument the flexor aspect the 
finger, either side the flexor tendons, then 
through the splint where the two ends were tied.

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CASE TRIGEMINAL NEURALGIA, 
PRESENTING SOME UNUSUAL FEAT- 
URES, TREATED INTRANEURAL 
INJECTIONS OSMIC 


intraneural injection osmic acid for the relief 
trigeminal and other neuralgias, and reported 

(1) ten cases cured this method. 1903, Dr. 
John Murphy reported (2) case apparently cured, 
and has since treated six other patients, all 
whom have remained free from pain. These cases 
were all severe type, and had resisted all previous 
attempts cure, several patients having undergone 
various operations without benefit. 

The operation consists the exposure the af- 
fected branches the nerve the foramina exit, 
the supra-orbital, small incision along the lower 
border the eyebrow; the infraorbital and mental 
small skin incisions through the mouth. The 
former method seems preferable, the incisions 
may small and can readily follow lines the face, 
thus leaving inconspicuous The nerves are 
elevated blunt hooks, and few drops freshly 
made 1.5% solution osmic acid injected into the 
nerve several points, and also into the space about 
the nerve lies its bony canal, using hypo- 
dermic syringe with fine needle. The operation 
followed immediately partial relief 
which becomes complete the course some days, 
indicating that the acid induces certain degenerative 
changes the nerve, the exact nature which 
not present known, There has been recurrence 
the pain any the previously reported cases. 
own case follows: 


Mrs. B., years old, gives history constitutional 
other diseases which might significance this 
connection. In December, 1891, she sustained a fracture 
of the leg in an accident, but no other known injury. Two 
months later she had severe attack right-sided tri- 
facial neuralgia, which lasted three four weeks, and 
finally subsided under treatment. not recurring until 
more than a year later, in June, 1893. From this time on 
the attacks recurred at irregular intervals, Five or six 
years later, patient began to notice pain on left side of 
face as well as on right, and this has since continued, 
never becoming so severe on the left, however; and a pe- 
culiar fact has been noted that at the period of greatest 
intensity the pain either side, was very much 
lessened on the opposite side, the paroxysms never involv- 
ing both sides the same time. late years the parox- 
ysmal attacks have become progressively more severe, and 
even in the intervals there has not been complete freedom 
from pain, the patient living in continuous dread of pre- 
cipitating an attack by the slightest irritation of the 
terves in chewing, talking, by draughts of cold air, etc.. 
the very great detriment her nutrition and general 
health. All three divisions of the nerves were involved. 
During these years she has been treated in all sorts of 
ways by numerous physicians, but their attempts to re- 
lieve her have alike resulted in failure. 

September and October, 1901. the late Dr. Brigham 
did two operations on Mrs. B. in which he is said to have 
resected portions of the supra and infraorbital branches, 
and of the inferior dental, but the pain returned within 
a brief time with increased severity. The patient was 
then removed St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco, 
January, 1902, where Dr. Brigham contemplated some 
further operative measure, but gave the idea the 
instance of Dr. Moffitt. who saw the patient at this time, 
and advised that any further operation would be useless, 
as he considered the pain of spinal origin, basing his opin- 
ion upon its bilateral occurrence and upon certain dis- 
turbances of the reflexes, etc., which he observed. Treat- 
ment with large doses quinin and potassium iodid then 
seemed give some promise relief, but only for about 
three weeks. change climate was then tried, the 
patient going Stockton, where some temporary benefit 
seemed to be derived from the warm weather and the 
ministrations osteopath, but the pain soon returned. 


She came under care December 20th, 1903. Her 
condition this time was distressing the extreme. 
She was weak and emaciated from inability eat and loss 
of sleep. and tortured by pain so severe as to require al- 
most lethal doses morphin control it. advised the 
osmic acid treatment, and operated January 13, 1904, on 


the right side, exposing the nerves through small skin 


incisions, and injecting the acid directed Bennett.

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The nerves picked up above and below the eye appeared 
every respect normal, and were easily injected, but the 
nerve at the mental foramen consisted of simply a few 
fiaments of nerve tissue, and no intraneural injection was 
possible, The needle was inserted into the bony canal, 
however, and the acid injected therein. The operation 
was followed by almost immediate and complete anesthesia 
the area supplied the supra-orbital branch, but 
prompt return of pain in the other branches. 

Second operation, January 29th, 1904. Pain very severe 
before Incision inches long along the 
lower border the orbit, and the cheek retracted 
to freely expose the surface of the bone below. It was 
then seen that the nerve injected at the first operation 
was but one of a number emerging through a bony slit 
about inch long and uniting form tortuous 
the size small marble from which numerous 
larger and smaller nerves radiated downward into the 
tissues the cheek. far possible all the nerves, 
both proximal and distal, the were 
drawn out, injected with acid, and severed, the mass 
being thus removed. The inferior dental nerve was then 
attacked by an incision over the ramus of the jaw opposite 
the dental foramen, exposing the bone, which was pene- 
trated by means of a small trephine and the nerve picked 
before entering the foramen. Here were found large 
nerve about the size of a slate pencil, and several smaller 
twigs, one probably the mylo-hyoid branch. These were 


injected proximally and distally, and about inch 


of the nerve trunks excised. The wounds were closed 
with horsehair sutures, and primary union occurred in 
spite the unavoidable contact the acid with the 
tissues, which results in more or less charring of the cut 
surfaces. The patient awoke from the anesthetic free 
from the right-sided neuralgia, and has continued so. 


may said that the resection the nerves 
the second operation interferes extent with 
the clear demonstration the efficacy the osmic 
acid treatment applied this case, but will 
remembered. that the supra-orbital branch received 
treatment but the and has re- 
mained painless the nerves which were both 
cut and injected. also important note that 
operations, which far can learn were prac- 
tically the same those done Dr. Brigham, plus 
the injection the acid, have been followed 
much more satisfactory result. 

the spinal origin the pain this case, 
the cord, with reference the painful sensations 
peripherally, just pain appears felt 
amputated limb, for instance, loss under- 
stand how any operation the peripheral nerves 
can result any but the most transient relief, and 
especially how any particular method interrupting 
the continuity the nerves can more efficacious 
than any other method, since the pain supposed 
independent the condition the nerves; yet 
case the results the two series operations 
Dr. Brigham and myself have differed greatly. 
Moreover, the operations disclosed sufficient local 
disease account for the neuralgia the right side. 
This, course, does not exclude the spinal element, 
however, and the pain may recur prophesied; but

SOME REMARKS HYSTERECTOMY, 
WITH SUMMARY REPORT ONE 
HUNDRED CASES.*

all edematous tumors when accompanied 
watery discharge, large tumors causing 

symptoms, all fibroids except those suitable for 
myomectomy and small ones which cause incon- 
venience and after the menopause, malignant dis- 
ease the uterus, uterine rupture during 
chronic endometritis with pus-tubes, some cases 
procedentia, puerpural sepsis, and certain 
other rare conditions, The vaginal route preferred 
all cases where the uterus not large, and 
malignant cases where the disease has not advanced 
beyond the cervix. Clamps are only used when 
necessary keep far away from the uterus 
possible avoid diseased tissue. 

After separating the bladder and rectum from the 
uterus, the tissues either side the cervix are 
ligated and cut away level with the internal os. 
wedge-shaped section the uterus, including the 
cervix and extending the fundus, then removed. 
This leaves but small portion the uterus 
either side, and allows ample room complete the 
operation. The operation completed bringing 
the stumps the broad ligaments down into the 
vagina and closing the intervening space with inter- 
rupted catgut sutures. Catgut used throughout the 
operation. Any bleeding points that remain are 
caught with hemostatic forceps, which are removed 
about hours. 

When clamps are used, sterile gauze packing 
placed well above the end the clamps, lightly fill- 
ing the intervening space and the vagina. The clamps 
are removed from hours. The gauze not 
disturbed until the fifth day, unless there are indica- 
tions. all removed the seventh day. 

The advantages the vaginal route are: smaller 
opening the peritoneal cavity, greater rapidity 
operation, less shock, more rapid convalescence. 
avoidance frequent dressing the abdominal 
wound, less danger infecting the peritoneal cavity 
and lessened mortality. 

Supra-vaginal hysterectomy should done for 
large non-malignant tumors. The uterine and ovarian 
arteries are secured both sides with catgut. The 
anterior and posterior flaps are united with catgut 
Lambert sutures, closing over the stump the cervix 
and leaving raw surface exposed. The intervening 
dead space between the either drained for 
hours with gauze covered with rubber tissue, 
not drained all. Total hysterectomy should 
done all malignant cases. 

There is, yet, reliable indication for 
tomy acute puerpural infection. Prompt intra- 
uterine treatment, the proper will cure 
most every case. But few exceptional cases, 
which these measures prove inadequate, 
tomy should performed. Cases most favorable for 
this treatment are those which the infection 
localized the uterus and adnexa. Before operating

kidneys. Many die septic nephritis and purulent 
thrombosis. case pus-tubes, the uterus al- 
ways diseased, and should removed. 

The following summary 100 patients oper- 
ated upon me. this number, were for fibroid 
growths, for malignant disease, for chronic 
endometritis with diseased tubes, for procedentia, 
for imperforate os. The youngest patient was 
years old, the oldest years. 

Vaginal hysterectomy was performed 
supra-pubic, times. 

Four patients died, One from pulmonary embol- 
ism, the third day after operation; one from malig- 
nant stricture the bowel, seven days after opera- 
tion; one from surgical shock, and one from exhaus- 
tion. 

the malignant cases, six have recurred; the 
earliest, one month after operation; the latest, one 
year after operation. 

three cases there was alarming post-operative 
hemorrhage, one occurring six days after operation, 
one eight and one nine days. one case clamps only 
were used; one case, ligatures only, and the 
other case both clamps and ligatures were used. 
each case clamps were reapplied for hours. All 
recovered without further interruption. Whenever 
possible, one ovary was left, and some cases both. 

the case the sixteen-year-old girl, with the 
imperforate os, the uterus was dilated the size 
seven months’ pregnancy and the cavity filled with 
retained menstrual The right ovary was 
cystic, and about the size small orange. the 
left side there was ovarian cyst the size 
fetal head. The left fallopian tube was inches 
long, and distended with menstrual fluid. 

three cases dermoid tumors complicated the op- 
eration. 

When hysterectomy was done for procedentia, an- 
terior and posterior colporrhapy was also performed. 

One patient, after supravaginal hysterectomy, 
had slight irregular menstruation for nearly two 
years following the operation. this case only one 
ovary was

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SOME WRINKLES WITH FEHLING’S 
TEST FOR 
By WILLIAM C. RILEY, M. D., San Francisco. 


remarks were mainly inspired seeing 
article little while ago one the jour- 
nals which Fehling’s test, the test the 
multitude for glucose, was quite roughly handled, nor 
could any good found it. was difficult 
make, difficult keep, annoying use—just think 
the annoyance mixing two solutions 
indeed, the only modicum praise got was being 
good test. Damned with faint praise, 
could anything worse? purpose show what 
follows that these strictures are measure 
justifiable, and that when used proper manner, 
Fehling’s solution good positive test for glucose 
urine, anything else, for that matter. 

Whatever may said and written about tests for 
glucose urine, and the fallacies and failures 
Fehling’s test therefor, rest assured that the average 
practitioner, and sometimes more than the average, 
usually relies upon it; and for many reasons, isa 
reliable negative test used any old way; this often 
suffices. convenient, easily prepared gotten 
from almost any drug store, made fairly reliable 
way. made purified crystals copper sulphate, 
even from good average commercial article, one 
need only weigh out the requisite amount even 
the ordinary prescription balance, and thereby get 
pretty accurate solution for quantitative work. all 
events, the limit error solution prepared this 
manner usually well within the experimental error 
determination, except skilled chemist’s hands 
—and for the edification skilled chemists not 
writing. This advantage weighing out one salt 
renders standardization means sucrose into 
glucose unnecessary unless, course, very accurate 
work done, some problem investigation 
commercial analyses. 

Unfortunately Fehling’s solution, ordinarily used 
for qualitative work, not many instances re- 
liable test; and clear this difficulty, re- 
move doubts, save time, trouble and annoyance the 
general practitioner that propose more general 
use Fehling’s solution the cold—that’s the secret 
the whole thing, and does the work; which 
all one ought expect. One should start out with 
correct premises, give the formule the solu- 
tions have used for many years, and not found 
wanting; moderate amount may mixed ready 
for use, and kept for perhaps three four weeks 
without deterioration.

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MYOCARDITIS, WITH SPECIAL REFER- 
ENCE DISORDERED METABOLISM.* 
By DR. W. W. KERR, San Francisco. 


embers the Alumni Association—Ladies and Gen- 
ilemen: When your executive committee asked 

deliver the first Toland Lecture, they 
modified this request suggesting that the topic 
should something clinical, about the heart. The 
choice subject has thus been rendered less diffi- 
cult, and the responsibility for failure consequent 
upon such selection was divided between us. 


The subsequent remarks upon treatment the 
myocardium not constitute even epitome the 
whole subject; our endeavor simply direct at- 
tention some features the treatment heart 
disease, which seem very frequently overlooked 
among the host therapeutic measures directed 
toward the relief cardiac disturbance. Nothing 
new offered; only look back over the practice 
nearly quarter century and see what lessons 
have been learned; compare the past with the 
present and ask ourselves whether the adoption 
new remedies and new methods have not occa- 
sionally discarded older ones greater value; 
whether each and every case the change has meant 
actual progress. 

The heart the most abused organ the human 
body, even more than the stomach, because when 
the overworked rebels and has its own 
vigorous methods enforcing its demands for 
period absolute rest; but when the overworking, 
overtaxed heart, attack palpitation other 
form cardiac distress, advances its plea for 
diminution the strain which subjected, the 
response only too often comes whip stimula- 
tion the form alcohol, digitalis, ammonia 
some similar agent. The mere allaying symptom 
such palpitation does not demonstrate that the 
correct treatment has been used, because fre- 
quently happens that stimulant will steady the 
heart’s action when the condition the cardiac 
muscle demands sedatives and rest; but the prompt- 
ness response may deceive one the gravity 
the situation, and consequently the urging process 
goes until the over-driven heart begins stagger 
under its efforts, and even then the attendant may 
fail recognize the fact that injudicious treatment 
has simply hastened the development irreparable 
myocardial changes. 

There fascination about the mechanics the 
heart that tempts one regard cardiac disease 
simply indication disordered machine with- 
out taking into account the condition the tissues 
which compose the organ; all symptoms seem call 
loudly for increased diminished action that 
there liability adopting line treatment 
which will compel the heart the performance its 
functions without our full cognizance the condi- 
tion the viscus, and may without making 
attempt discover remove the cause the dis- 
turbance; may interested our endeavors 
obtain mechanical effects that fail watch the 
condition the machine. Much injury may done 
acting upon the idea that weak heart always de- 
mands cardiac stimulant; fact, better and more 
permanent results can obtained bringing the 
demands the body within the capabilities the 
heart rather than compelling the heart rise 
the demands the body. Frequently there are 
patients about years age suffering from mild 
cardiac disturbance who are relieved from time 
time means digitalis strophanthus, but un- 
fortunately the treatment allowed stop this 
point, with the result that the distress allayed only 
return, and return each time after shorter in- 
These are generally cases incipient muscu-

fibres; but there are changes due constitutional 
conditions when the heart failure the result mal- 
nutrition, some toxin product perverted 
metabolism circulating the blood, and the treat- 
ment such cases digitalis alone certainly in- 
adequate; fact, the use this any other cardiac 
stimulant may positively injurious under such cir- 
cumstances. 

Errors treatment are more frequently due 
mistakes diagnosis, far the detection 
murmurs concerned, than failure appreci- 
ate neglect ascertain the state the cardiac 
muscle and the existence conditions detrimental 
it. examination the heart should at- 
tempt ascertain least four things: (1) the con- 
dition the valvular orifices; (2) the condition the 
valve segments; (3) the condition the cardiac 
muscle; (4) the causes the cardiac disturbance. 
Unless fairly accurate information can obtained 
each these points the treatment must hap- 
hazard. this last point that most frequently 
overlooked, and possibly the most important criticism 
our treatment myocardial lesions would that 
are somewhat inclined neglect any attempt 
discover the cause the lesion, discover whether 
still exists, whether can removed, and thus 
appropriate measures endeavor not only re- 
store the heart much possible, but also pre- 
vent renewal the injurious influences reduce 
them minimum. must not forgotten that 
many the waste substances formed within the body 
are muscle poisons, and that failure elimination 
must therefore associated with amount in- 
jury the different muscles, varying degree with 
the intensity and character the toxic process. Thus 
the ordinary bilious attack the patient complains 
the muscular weariness his limbs and the inabil- 
ity, least disinclination, undertake anything 
requiring physical effort; but equally certain 
that the myocardium also suffers, for the disturbance 
always associated with changes the frequency, 
tone and rhythm the pulse. Should this lithemic 
condition persist for length time ex- 
pected that functional, and may even marked 
nutritive changes will result, especially when 
borne mind that the contractile power the heart 
inherent property the cardiac muscle fibre, 
and consequently that anything which interferes with 
the nutrition these fibres must disturb their func- 
tional activity. Furthermore, well-established 
fact that the secretions various glands have dis- 
tinct influence upon the heart and that changes 
their structure are associated with grave cardiac dis- 
turbance; also, there reason believe that cer- 
tain tumors remote parts the body tend pro- 
duce degenerative changes the myocardium. 

the face such facts very evident that the 
treatment heart disease must have wider scope 
than the use remedies directed the heart alone, 
and illustration this line thought that 
the subsequent cases and criticisms are presented. 
They have been arranged four (1) Myocar- 
ditis due defective metabolism result dis- 
turbance the alimentary system; (2) cases due 
disorder internal secretions and excretions; (3) 
cases where the myocardial disturbance associated 
with the existence neoplasm some other part 
the body; (4) myocarditis the result specific 
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infectious diseases. The first series cases illus- 
trates the influence defective metabolism pro- 


ducing cardiac disturbance aggravating existing 
lesion. 


Case A—A professional gentleman, 50 years of age. A\l- 
ways had been a total abstainer from alcohol and tobacco; 
the only sickness he had had was typhoid fever, which 
antedated the very early sensations cardiac discomfort 
by eight vears. The patient never had been robust, but 
was of exceptionally active habits, and a great portion of 
his time was spent in the open air. He stated that for 
three years he had suffered with angina pains, and that 
during the last eight or nine months they were a daily 
occurrence. Trivial exertion, such as walking up a slight 
incline, would induce attack, and frequently had 
sit down store doorstep until the pain 
passed away. Examination showed the pulse regular but 
slightly below the average strength, the radial arteries 
were healthy, and careful examination of the superficial 
vessels failed to show any signs of arterial degeneration. 
The heart was normal in size, and the only change that 
could be detected was a diminished intensity of the 
sounds, with occasional systolic murmur the mitral 
area. His family physician had examined the urine re- 
peatedly, and always found it normal, with the exception 
of a frequent excess of amorphous urates. The patient 
had been unfortunate in his medical attendants, as his 
first physician left that part of the country, his successor 
died within a year, a local consultant shared the samv 
fate, and the patient ultimately passed into the hands of 
a young physician, who was hampered by all the traditions 
in treatment handed down to him from his predecessors 
by the patient, without any explanation as to why such a 
line of life had been laid out; and the embarrassment was 
still further increased, as it was said to be the result of a 
consultation which was participated in by a well-known 
European specialist whom the patient had the opportunity 
of seeing upon two occasions. Under such circumstances 
the attending physician was loth to make any changes in 
the general treatment, although the diet puzzled him very 
much, was exceptionally abundant the amount 
nitrogeneous food allowed, while the urine indicated that 
nitrogeneous metabolism was imperfect. The close re- 
semblance to a strict diabetic diet led me to ask the 
patient whether sugar had ever been found in his urine, 
and he replied that at the first consultation a trace was 
detected, and this diet was prescribed. A second exam- 
ination, made forty-eight hours after the first, failed to 
discover any sugar, but nothing was said about the diet, 
and the patient not knowing why it was prescribed, per- 
sisted in its use for more than two years, under the belief 
that it was given for the relief of his cardiac pain. As 
his physician sickened and died a few days after the con- 
sultation above referred to, there was not anyone cor- 
rect the mistake. 


We at once advised a mixed diet, in which the proteids 
were diminished, gave the patient a mercurial and saline 
every other day for three doses, then ordered him seven 
minims of wine of colchium, three times daily for about 
a month, and subsequently he took arsenic and strychnia. 
The patient began to improve after the first purgative, 
and at the end of one week could take more exercise than 
was possible at any time during the preceding two years. 
He still lives, and continues in the active pursuit of his 
profession; and although examination shows that his 
myocardium is weak, he very rarely shows any symptoms 
of angina, and never experiences the severe suffering 
which was a frequent occurrence four years ago. I feel 
sure that but for the unfortunate chain of events which 
led to his persistency in an injurious dietary for more 
than two years, his recovery would have been more com- 
plete. 


Case belongs the same class. Briefly stated, the 
patient was a merchant, 56 years old, but prematurely 
gray, with well-marked arcus senilis and thickened ar- 
terial walls. I was called to see him on account of acute 
angina attacks, and failed to detect any change in the 
heart except the accentuated clanging sound in the aortic 
area (toomp) so frequently heard in cases where there is 
thickening and slight dilatation of the aorta. Notwith- 
standing the free use of nitro-glycerin and morphin, to- 
gether with the administration of iodides and arsenic, the 
attacks increased both in severity and frequency until 
the patient dreaded to go to bed. because after a short 
sleep he would awaken in great pain and have to spend 
the remainder the night sitting his chair. This 
continued for more than two weeks. when, as he had been 
taking about grain and half morphin daily, was 
thought advisable to give him five grains of calomel, and, 
to the surprise of everyone, the pain ceased as soon as the 
calomel acted. 


Case case this class was patient 
years of age, a habitual drinker of whisky, who was suf- 
fering from a combination of hepatic cirrhosis and mitral 
incompetence. The mitral incompetence was of very old 
standing, but had not given any trouble until during the 
three years prior to my first visit. Upon examination the 
patient was found to have a considerable degree of ascites, 
together with so much dropsy of the lower limbs and 
feet that wear felt slippers instead his usual 
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leather shoes. The heart was enlarged that the apex 
beat was in the usual interspace but nearly one inch out- 
side the nipple line, and a long systolic murmur could be 
easily detected in the mitral area. The pulse, moderately 
full, and although of less than normal tension, was still 
very much better than one would expect from the drop- 
sical and dyspneic condition of the patient. The superficial 
abdominal veins were large and prominent, and although 
ascites was present, the regularly enlarged 
and tender liver could easily palpated when the patient 
was lying upon his left side. There was a small amount 
of albumen and a few hyaline casts in the urine. The 
patient informed me that the dropsical condition had ex- 
isted for more than a year, during all of which time he 
had been under treatment, the chief remedies having 
been digitalis, strychnia and purgatives. The case seemed 
to be so well suited for digitalis that I prescribed it again. 
under the belief that the former preparations the drug 
had not been reliable; but there was very little improve- 
ment the end two weeks, and consequently the pill 
of digitalis, squill and bluemass was substituted during 
one week without obtaining any better results. This ex- 
perience, together with that of his former attendants, and 
the fact that the pulse tension, although below normal, 
was much better than one would expect in such a drop- 
sical condition, suggested the idea that many of the symp- 
toms which had been attributed to the heart were really 
due to the hepatic cirrhosis, and that the debilitated con- 
dition of the heart itself was probably due to the influence 
of toxins derived from this same source. All cardiac 
tonics were therefore abandoned, and the patient was 
given two grains of calomel three times daily for several 
days until there were signs of approaching ptyalism. 
Under this treatment the dropsy rapidly disappeared, 
chiefly diuresis, the liver became smaller and lost its 
extreme tenderness, the area of cardiac dullness dimin- 
ished, and the force of the cardiac contractions increased. 
Subsequently the patient was given one-fortieth of a grain 
of strychnia four times daily, and advised to take two 
grains calomel once week for one month. now 
In excellent condition, and has been able to work upon 
ranch. The liver still larger than normal, and the 
mitral murmur more pronounced than formerly, but this is 
what one would expect in a valvular murmur when the 
force the myocardial contractions had been increased. 


Case D—The fourth and last case this series was 
noted man years age, who had incompetence 
of the mitral valve since boyhood, but muscular compensa- 
tion had been perfect sc that he could ride a bicycle or 
take part in active sports, such as lawn tennis, without 
suffering any inconvenience. There was a distinct his- 
tory of gout in his family, although he never had suffered 
from it. About one year before I saw him he broke 
down health, probably from worry and overwork, be- 
came very nervous, had frequent attacks palpitation, 
lost consciousness on several occasions, and developed 
other symptoms which suggested the Adams _ Stokes 
syndrome, but he could not tell me whether they had been 
associated with bradycardia. When walked three 
four blocks he had to stop and rest, not on account of 
dyspnea, but rather because of a sensation which he said 
was “not pain, but a feeling as if he were tired in his 
chest just below the The right side the 
heart was slightly enlarged. and there was a distinct 
mitral systolic murmur. The superficial arteries were 
thickened, but not great degree; the pulse was regular, 
of gaod tone and volume, and generally averaged from 
65 to 70 beats per minute when the patient was at rest. 
The liver was enlarged. There was not anything abnormal 
in the urine. My first impression was that the distress 
was a form of angina due to the changed condition of the 
blood vessels, and consequently nitro-glycerin was pre- 
scribed in doses of 1-100 grain three times daily; but this 
only succeeded giving the patient violent headaches, 
which persisted so long as the drug was continued. The 
next idea was that his exhausted nervous system was 
responsible for the trouble, and that all his symptoms 
might be due to neurasthenia; but rest and bromides 
failed give any relief. Strophanthus relieved the at- 
tacks of palpitation, but did not improve his condition. 
It was then discovered that the patient had suffered from 
hemorrhoids since he was a very young man. and that 
they bled frequently; furthermore that the present sick- 
ness commenced from the time that the hemorrhoids had 
been removed by operative procedure. This coincidence, 
together with the gouty history, dietetic habits of the 
patient, and enlarged liver, awakened the suspicion that 
cardiac distress might be largely due to imperfect meta- 
bolism consequent upon portal congestion which there- 
tofore had obtained relief through the bleeding hemor- 
rhoids, and that those products of this faulty metabolism 
were acting as toxins upon a circulatory apparatus which 
the patient’s time life, diathesis and pre-existing lesion 
had rendered more than usually vulnerable. One-quarter 
grain mercury proto-iodid was prescribed three 
times daily with such satisfactory results that when the 
patient was seen forty-eight hours later said, 
you have hit this improved rapidly, and fre- 
quently walked a distance of between three and five miles; 
but change residence removed him from care, 
that I am not able to furnish further information except 
the fact that three months ago wrote saying 
that was fair health and able attend business. 
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These four cases are fair examples what some- 
described gouty heart, not because the 
patient actually suffers from gout, but account 
the relation that supposed exist between and 
lithemia; the majority the cases belonging 
this class lithemia frequent symptom, but the 
connection between the two conditions must await 
more perfect knowledge regarding the pathology 
gout. All are warranted saying about lithemia 
that appears particularly associated with 
defective oxidation nitrogenous food tissues, 
and that this should not attributed merely func- 
tional inactivity the liver, was originally sug- 
gested, but may also have its origin excess 
nitrogenous food injested, imperfect digestion 
any part the alimentary tract, that the food en- 
ters the portal circulation condition which 
hepatic digestion impossible, and thus acts 
irritant the liver tissue. Should the consequent 
impaired hepatic function result the passage into 
the general circulation material that should have 
undergone further transformation action the 
liver cells, there every reason that such 
substances will act toxins, because has been 
shown experimentally that anastomosis estab- 
lished between the portal vein and the general cir- 
cwation, dog, death soon idea 
therefore that result imperfect nitrogenous 
metabolism the blood becomes surcharged with nitro- 
genous waste material which has influence 
upon the tissues generally, including the heart; and 
not only may direct injury done the myocardium, 
but those same toxins tend raise and maintain 
high blood pressure which and produces tis- 
sue changes the arterial walls. 

may argued against this that there are many 
dyspeptics who have not any heart trouble, 
most palpitation, and consequently imper- 


fect metabolism the cause, contributing cause, 


the cardiac changes above described, they should 
much more common among dyspeptics than they 
are. The answer this that the patient who pri- 
marily suffers from gastric dyspepsia not all 
liable become victim imperfect nitrogenous 
metabolism, the immediate gastric distress 
compels him eat with great moderation, and only 
substances which can easily digested. The man 
who most liable suffer from imperfect metabol- 
ism the one who has appreciative palate and 
whose stomach, far can judge his sensa- 
tions, capable digesting all that swallows; 
man’s digestive power not the indication the 
amount food requires, and just the dyspeptic 
may suffer from inanition because cannot digest 
enough supply the wants his body, may the 
other, using his palate and freedom from gastric 
distress guides the amount food should 
take, ingest more than can assimilated and con- 
sumed the ordinary wants the body, and thus 
have his circulation overcharged with waste nitro- 
genous material. The four patients that have re- 
ferred were good eaters, two them were very 
hearty eaters, and experience has been that all 
patients suffering similar manner were for- 
merly had been good feeders. 

people such dietetic habits there is.a tendency 
keep the blood continually loaded with large 
amount nitrogenous material, and when man 
young and active habits much utilized for 
purposes tissue growth and repair, that the in- 
jurious effects are delayed avoided; but soon after 
reaching adult life the social responsibilities and 
changing inclinations are generally accompanied 
great diminution the amount exercise taken, 
and consequent diminished necessity for such 
large quantity food; nevertheless, our customs are 
such that this time life eating becomes one 
the social features our existence, and the dietary, 
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instead being reduced, many cases rendered 
more difficult. The cardio-vascular changes conse- 
quent upon such habits proceed very gradually, and 
first imperceptibly, that the earliest warning 
mischief may attack palpitation pre- 
cordial distress after meal that formerly was borne 
without discomfort, but which now made intoler- 
able the incipient degeneration the heart and 
blood vessels. After this improved diet may pre- 
vent future attacks, but the early symptoms may 
have been ignored misinterpreted that the heart 
remains permanently weak and the progress the 
ordinary senile changes the myocardium and 
arteries accentuated. The fact that only com- 
paratively small proportion people who over-eat 
suffer from cardiac disturbance does not any way 
invalidate the truth what have just said; 
cannot tell why one man’s heart suffers, while that 
gourmand escapes, any more than can explain 
why one man the moderate use alcohol fol- 
lowed nephritis while not frequently happens 
that the kidneys comparatively excessive and 
regular drunkard escape injury. All can say 
that each individual has idiosyncracy according 
which the functional capabilities his different 
organs and their susceptibilities injury vary from 
those another, fact that has been recognized 
the laity for centuries and recorded the homely 
saying, “One man’s meat another man’s poison.” 

appears that the recognition the noxious 
influence which chronic deficient metabolism may 
have over the heart very great importance. 
review past experience brings mind more 
than one patient who complained subjective 
cardiac symptoms, but where careful examination 
only revealed slight chronic congestion the liver; 
yet some cases few months later, others three 
four years later, the patient returned with unmis- 
takable evidences dilated heart and chronic my- 
ocardial change. These patients had originally 
sent away with the assurance that they need not 
worry, their hearts were all right, and there 
were not any marked symptoms indiges- 
tion, but simply slight persistent 
the liver, special instructions regarding diet were 
given. late years have learned view such 
patients with some anxiety, and not simply pass 
them victims overwrought nervous sys- 
tem who only required reassurance. 

While the object today’s lecture discuss 
these cases which the cardiac changes are second- 
ary disturbed alimentation, always well 
bear mind the fact that similar condition occurs 
where the heart lesion has been primary and failure 
compensation leads passive congestion the 
portal circulation with consequent embarrassment 
the functional activity the entire digestive ap- 
paratus. heart should not regarded simply 
central organ which when out order produces dis- 
turbances other organs; should also remem- 
bered that the disordered viscera reflect injuriously 
upon the welfare the heart itself, and that any 
general disturbance the circulation must interfere 
with the nutrition the heart. therefore follows 
that not only must the heart itself treated. but 
secondary disorders other organs must removed 

The treatment naturally considered under the 
head diet, exercise medicines, and, this 
particular group cases are dealing with 
adies originating disordered nutrition, shall dis- 
cuss the diet first paramount importance. 
Since the maladies appear great extent orig- 
inate disturbed proteid metabolism, might seem 
that the whole matter could very easily adjusted 
reducing the amount nitrogenous substances 
ingested, but unfortunately the problem rarely 
capable such easy solution because trouble not 
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always due excess nitrogen ingested, but 
more frequently interference with its digestion and 
assimilation, and consequently behooves find 
out where the flaw is, whether lies excess 
nitrogenous food, the form which taken; 
the nitrogenous food may all right, both quality 
and quantity, but the hydrocarbons 
hydrates are excess such nature that they 
disturb digestion and thus prevent the digestion 
amount proteid material that absolutely nec- 
essary the best welfare the patient; there 
may changes some the yiscera, such 
cirrhosis the liver, which diminishes the activity 
the organ, and imperfect metabolism results, The 
diet therefore should only prescribed after care- 
ful inquiry into the patient’s habits food and 
drink; let him state distinctly the kind food and 
the amount each that takes breakfast, lunch 
and dinner; must also say how many hours elapse 
between meals, and whether the habit eat- 
ing drinking between meals. only thus that 
possible determine what constituents the 
dietary are responsible for the symptoms and physical 
signs presented the patient. 


arranging diet for these patients must 
remembered that are dealing with pathological 
conditions, and therefore that many instances the 
ratio foodstuffs one another cannot main- 
tained; also that the quantity must vary with the 
amount work which the patient has perform. 
Some idea, however, the approximate amount 
food that should allow the patient, were 
health and following his usual vocation, use 
enabling form estimate whether the 
patient eating proper quantity, and how much 
should allow him. usual way figure 
the basis that man should have total daily allow- 
ance food amounting 1-30th 1-25th his nor- 
mal body weight. The latter quantity only for 
those who are doing active bodily work requiring 
muscular exertion, and consequently, patients 
fering from the maladies have under discussion 
are generally passed middle life and not given 
muscular effort, the first figure more frequently 
appropriate that age. Again, more than half 
this allowance should consist inorganic food (water 
and salts), the remainder organic food (animal and 
vegetable food), and animal food comprise 
only 1-4th the organic food. Thus professional 
man over fifty years age and weighing 180 pounds 
organic; the organic would consist ounces meat 
(this makes allowance about per cent for 
water the form bone, ete.) and ounces vege- 
tables, bread, etc. Nearly every ‘person can tell 
approximately the weight which feels best 
condition, and this call his normal weight, and upon 
pase the calculations for his diet. This have found 
more satisfactory than any system which makes 
the amount food the same for all men, irrespective 
size and individual idiosyncracy; must remem- 
ber that natural for some men stout, and 
any attempt reduce them below certain weight 
accompanied poor health, while others are nat- 
urally spare build, and attempts fatten them 
are not only futile, but induce gastric disturbance and 
general malaise. 


Having this way obtained approximate idea 
the quantity food necessary for the individual 
patient, can compare with the amount which 
accustomed eat daily, and see whether there 
anything wrong the total quantity the pro- 
portions the different varieties; errors either 
these respects must corrected, and will 
necessary make special modifications where there 
disturbance the digestive viscera. Thus, 
case “C,” where the whole alimentary system was 
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“on strike,” may necessary put the patient 
milk diet until there are peaceful 
settlement and return more harmonious action; 
but cases such “D,” where digestion was good 
and the man was eating excessively all kinds 
food and too much albumenoids (he ate meat every 
meal), was only necessary curtail and rearrange 
his whole diet. 


While therefore necessary arrange the diet 
according each individual, there are certain in- 
structions which may given all regarding 
articles food avoided, intervals between 
meals, and other matters that are great importance 
secure perfect digestion and metabolism. (1) The 
daily amount food should divided into three 
meals, all nearly equal quantity; but the articles 
that are most difficult digestion should taken 
the midday meal, and the lightest the evening. 
The custom making one very hearty meal the 
day, especially the evening, while breakfast con- 
sists little fruit, and lunch cup soup and 
biscuit, condemned, both because over- 
charges the blood with large amount nitro- 
genous waste one time, and also for the reason that 
stomach will not have time complete digestion 
and empty itself before the patient retires rest; 
the other hand, the amount food divided 
more equally throughout the day, then the waste mat- 
ter the circulation never more than can ex- 
(2) The meals should never less than 
four hours apart, that the stomach can empty itself 
and rest for some time before called upon dis- 
pose more ingestion. (3) food should taken 
between meals. (4) glass hot water should 
taken every night upon retiring, this the best 
way flushing not only the stomach, but also the 
liver. (5) Alcoholic stimulants should avoided, 
possible, but they must given, then whiskey 
and water, light Moselle wine are preferred. 


Champagnes, sweet heavy wines should for- 
bidden. 


Exercise beneficial the treatment this 
malady, not only account direct influence upon 
the heart increasing circulation through the 
coronary arteries, and thus promoting the nutrition 
the myocardium, but also for the reason that the 
respiration and general circulation are improved 
that metabolism more complete and the whole body 
benefited. Yet little common sense must used 
prescribing exercise, for many patients require 
rest, and all the amount exercise must care- 
fully regulated, much harm has been done its 
injudicious use. unfortunate fact that there 
are many extremists medicine who pounce upon 
everything new the way treatment, apply 
every indiscriminately, and bring into dis- 
repute. Stokes, who was one the earliest recog- 
nize the value this therapeutic method, went 
far compel gentleman suffering from aortic 
regurgitation run behind his own carriage; under 
the fresh impulse given the writing Oertel, 
many patients were inadvisedly urged efforts which 
only resulted their complete undoing; and within 
the last few years have all seen how the Nauheim 
treatment introduced Schott has, the hands 
many, become nothing more nor less than profes- 
sional fake. Exercise never should prescribed 
until observation the capabilities the myo- 
cardium have been fairly estimated, and then very 
sharp line should drawn between exercise and ex- 
ertion. 


The amount exercise allowed must esti- 
mated according the individual ability each 
patient, but all them everything approaching 
effort, especially sudden effort, should absolutely 
forbidden; apart from this the best guide the pro- 
duction dyspnea. better tell the patiem 
that any tendency breathlessness means that 
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doing too much, and consequently that must 
rest until fully recovered, and then continue more 
slowly. This very important, because there 
very prevalent idea among young men and boys with 
athletic aspirations that they can “improve their 
wind” persisting effort when their hearts 
are already taxed the utmost limit; and 
tunately the same notion exists among men middle 
life who have become fat through overeating and 
sedentary habits, that they undertake some task 
for which they are wholly unprepared, and bring 
attack heart failure which not infrequently 
proves fatal. Those patients who cannot take few 
steps without inducing dyspnea are not fitted for ac- 
tive exercise, and must treated rest, massage 
and passive movement until the myocardium has re- 
sufficiently permit the employment re- 
sistance movements, and subsequently light forms 
active exercise may prescribed. The Nauheim 
treatment, with its combined system baths and 
gymnastics, particularly well adapted this class 
cases, not only because the direct influence upon 
the heart and blood vessels, but also for the reason 
that the improved circulation, through the lungs, liver 
and kidneys, indeed throughout the entire body, con- 
duces more perfect metabolism and elimination 
waste material, and this way attacks the 
its origin. Much discredit has been brought upon 
this method the haphazard way which 
sometimes carried out; for while there only small 
least temporary benefit, still there are few whom 
wholly inapplicable; furthermore, what equally 
important, the directions regarding the strength, dura- 
tion and frequency the baths, well those rela- 
tive the extent and character the gymnastics, 
should the result study the capabilities and 
requirements each case, and not simply perfunc- 
tory turning the patient over attendant, with 
the instructions that have Nauheim bath, 
were more importance than having his 
face sponged.

TREATMENT TYPHOID FEVER. 


OUTLINE TREATMENT AND RESULTS SOME 
THE CASES THE PALO ALTO EPIDEMIC 1903. 


RAY LYMAN WILBUR, D., Stanford University. 


OBJECT the present paper give 
some detail the treatment the cases that 
came under observation during the epi- 
demic Palo Alto and Stanford University last 
spring. Some unusual opportunities were presented 
observe, within short space time, consider- 
able number cases, and fairly uniform plan 
treatment was adopted and seemed generally 
successful, may value review it. the 
first place some the difficulties met with 
should mentioned, for, just this epidemic came 
down suddenly upon wholly unprepared community, 
may almost any other community, large small, 
suddenly called upon face similar situation. 
Particularly this true with our present “happy-go- 
lucky” control water supplies, dairies, vegetable 
gardens, oyster beds, university community 
especially unfortunate when called upon meet 
typhoid epidemic, contains many individuals 
susceptible age, the majority whom are living 
away from the ordinary facilities home the 
matter protection, nursing and food. Besides, 
students are very prone take poor care their 
health, and pay but little attention such symp- 
toms frequently inaugurate typhoid fever. 
have briefly traced the general plan manage- 
ment adopted the present epidemic.* Where 
hospital facilities are had they must once 
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instituted for the proper care typhoid fever. 
fully convinced that the most essential thing 
the treatment typhoid prompt recognition 
the condition, and immediate rest bed, with proper 
food and care. Without exception, the fatal cases 
and the most serious ones that came under ob- 
servation, were persons who had, for one reason 
another, kept and about and eaten improper 
food after the onset the symptoms. This was par- 
ticularly striking some the fatal cases. For this 
reason, above all others, the typhoid fever suspect 
must once, and with little transportation and 
strain possible, come under proper care, and stay 
there until freed from the suspicion the disease 
well again after the fever. the present epidemic 
found very convenient group the patients 
certain houses portions buildings used for resi- 
dence (dormitories, for instance), and organize 
there emergency hospital, with trained nursing 
staff and equipment. 

Where this was not possible, and cases could not 
sent the hospital without serious risk, they were 
treated where they were when taken ill. every 
case where typhoid suspect patient trans- 
ported, should treated ambulance patient 
every sense the word. trained nurse in- 
dispensable the care typhoid case, from the 
standpoint the patient, the family, the community, 
and, above all, the physician himself. The cases con- 
sidered this paper were all cared for trained 
nurses, sometimes three for one patient, and some- 
times two more for several patients. One great 
advantage offered the grouping cases together, 
the opportunity for several nurses present 
case emergency. Each nurse, whether 
private house emergency hospital, had 
her command written orders for everything that was 
done, and was supplied with emergency out- 
fit for collapse, hemorrhage, perforation, etc.; writ- 
ten instructions what for expected complica- 
tions, and list the more prominent symptoms 
each were given her. For every case typhoid 
may seem exaggerated care have hand and 
ready for immediate use the necessary drugs for the 
various complications, simple saline infusion outfit, 
but saved several lives for handling 
these cases, and have wholesome fear the drug- 
store delay. not only ideal, but absolutely neces- 
sary give each private patient the advantages that 
come with well-equipped hospital. 

The first and last great problem every typhoid 
case the selection proper food from the onset 
the symptoms until complete health restored, 
and that is, rule, not until several months have 
passed. Whenever possible, good unskimmed milk 
was given. The patient must carefully studied 
milk digestion. Some did better with two-hourly 
feedings, some three-hourly four-hourly; some 
could best fed throughout the some 
quired long interval rest for the stomach. 
absolute rule could laid down quantity 
intervals feedings. 

careful study general nourishment, stools, 
tongue and abdomen soon makes the best plan clear. 
Various measures were adopted suit the milk 
the taste and digestion the patient. 
learned look with great concern upon the patient 
who, spite various modifications, was never able 
digest milk properly. The addition limewater, 
sodium bicarbonate (sol varying 
amounts; peptonization, the breaking the curd 
means small amounts babies’ foods, the 
simple dilution with water, the use broken-up 
junket, often aided accommodating the patient 
milk. other cases small amounts coffee were 
useful increasing the palatability the milk, and 
the contained caffein had satisfactory systemic 
effect. Toast-milk, made pouring hot milk over 
thoroughly browned toast and carefully straining it; 
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celery-milk, made similarly adding some juice 
from boiled celery, often served similar purpose. 
Cocoa chocolate was badly borne number 
cases that came under observation the practice 
others, was not used even during re- 
covery. There question mind that milk 


some form can properly nourish the great majority 


typhoid patients, and that before discarded 
diet, most careful trial should made. 
most important point know when stop the 
milk and begin give other food. The 
constant call the convalescing patient hard 
resist, but must put off most cases until ten 
days two weeks have elapsed after the febrile 
stage. some cases any simple food might well, 
but does not, the blame falls upon the physician, 
and hard for him disclaim it. Theoretically, 
any finely divided food, even masses soft food, 
are practically fluid state when they reach the 
affected part the bowel, and many physicians have 
used various forms food freely; but seems 
from observing the present cases, much safer 
course allow food that will not pass through 
very fine strainer, enter the bowel until two 
weeks free from fever have elapsed. hard 
tell just what the exact state stomachic and in- 
well give the patient all possible advantage the 
doubt. young patients under care had just 
begun convalesce the same time, when they 
were given some simple cereal food stealth, and 
they immediately had relapses more serious than the 
original run fever. 

some cases when milk was not well borne, ice 
cream made follows was used with much success: 
milk, cream, sugar faintly sweeten, vanilla 
and frozen solid. This was usually the first 
food permitted during the recovery stage all 
the cases. was well borne, then the following 
foods order given: (1) junket; (2) broth; (3) 
thin, thoroughly cooked, well-strained oatmeal 
farina gruel (boiled two hours), given first once 
day, and then gradually twice day; (4) small piece 
thoroughly dried toast; (5) some well-cooked rice; 
(6) little custard; (7) the juice chop; (8) 
soft-boiled egg. Then there was gradual resump- 
tion simple diet. Careful observation the phy- 
sician the food given must maintained, 
cooks, mother and nurse may not appreciate the need 
prolonged cooking. 

When discharged, each patient was given diet 
list, stating upon when the different foods could 
resumed, the aim being avoid all indigestible foods 
and all foods with marked residue for least three 
months. Pieces gristle and fresh fruit were par- 
ticularly forbidden. The value simple diet for 
some time after typhoid often not appreciated: 
good wholesome food with nourishing properties 
required, but the future health the patient, par- 
ticularly regards his digestive system, can seri- 
ously endangered the temptation over eat and 
the eating indigestible foods during the some- 
what unstable condition the alimentary canal that 
follows typhoid. The avoidance constipation 
particularly necessary, and convalescent patients 
seem subject hemorrhoids. During the epi- 
demic, two patients came only because 
hemorrhoids. They had evidently had mild attack 
typhoid infection for some weeks. 
headache and digestive disturbances, they had eaten 
carefully, but had had great trouble with constipa- 
tion. Both had partaken infected milk, and their 
temperatures were subnormal. Careful feeding and 
rest soon helped them generally, but with one, 
slight operation was necessary relieve the mod- 
erately severe hemorrhoidal condition. 

When milk could not taken, recourse was had 
mutton and chicken broth, beef juices, barley 
broths, etc., but nourishment was never satisfactory. 
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The various peptone preparations are great value 
for short space time when milk must stopped 
because hemorrhage perforation, but even here 
they have real danger that they often soon exert 
laxative effect upon the bowel. was interest 
note that the postmortem patients able 
digest milk, ample body fat was found, but those 
kept the other foods mentioned, the body fat had 
largely disappeared. 

Water.—When possible, large quantities water, 
cold, slightly warmed hot, were given, the 
amount two gallons twenty-four hours. This 
was usually possible without disturbing the digestion 
giving the half hour before the feedings. 
usually left the stomach promptly, judging from 
the amount gurgling heard the region 
the stomach soon afterward. toxic disease such 
typhoid, the value additional body fluid 
aid elimination seems indisputable. cases where 
water was not well borne the stomach, careful 
rectal injections normal saline infusion were 
readily absorbed, and had favorable effect upon 
elimination, particularly the kidney.

Antipyretic Measures.—In all the febrile cases, 
attempt was made control the temperature 
some form bathing the administration ex- 


ternal cold. majority the cases, the abdominal 


coil, with ice bag for the head, used. The 
coil was usually well borne, and had satisfactory 
effect upon the temperature. Frequently piece 
gauze needed between and the skin, especially 
with fat persons, whom the abdominal wall 
prone freeze enough slough. Two tubs were 
used, and iced water circulated slowly through the 
coil. was found great advantage put funnel 
covered with gauze over the receiving tube keep 
out the dirt contained most ice; and when the 
tube became stopped up, foot bicycle pump prompt- 
cleaned out. When properly managed, hard 
rubber coil easily handled, and comfort the 
patient and nurse rather than source annoyance. 
The coil should carefully selected order avoid 
the soft rubber often sold. Usually the coil was 
left when the temperature was over 100° If, 
spite the coil, the temperature rose over 
101.5° 102° F., cold tepid sponge was given. 
rose still higher, ice sponge with much fric- 
tion; still higher, ice pack with friction. tub 
baths were used found necessary, and dread for 
typhoid patient the amount necessary manipula- 
tion that tub bath necessitates. The ice pack did 
well with the highest temperatures, and was particu- 
larly effective when the nervous symptoms became 
unduly exaggerated. rule, was not found 
depressing the circulation, although stimulant 
was usually given during following it. The results 
obtained from its use were times most striking, 
particularly when delirium, subsultus tendinum, and 
even general convulsive body movements resisted 
other attempts control them. Particularly was 
this sedative effect noticeable upon unusually 
strong athlete, who, spite the efforts three 
four nurses, would get out bed and walk around 
whenever his temperature rose 104°. Wrapping 
patient sheet wrung out ice water was fre- 
quently resorted the very nervous, especially 
the delirious cases, induce sleep, and was usually 
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successful. The presence pneumonia, even 
double pneumonia, was not allowed interfere with 
the use the various applications cold for the 
reduction temperature. But the patients sub- 
ject collapses, great care was found neces- 
sary the use all measures for controlling the 
temperature, and frequently was found safer 
leave off the cold entirely while the danger 
collapse seemed imminent. But this was true only 
certain extent, for the febrile cases, with col- 
lapses, when temperature about 104° was 
reached, the collapses were more apt appear, and 
all moderate means prevent high tempera- 
ture were used. 

The question the increased danger from hemor- 
rhage the use the abdominal coil interest. 
the nine cases intestinal hemorrhage that came 
under observation, three patients never had the 
coil used upon them before the hemorrhages took 
place. The six cases hemorrhage where the coil 
was used were all very severe cases, and thought 
the coil great advantage rather than harm, and 
that limited the flow blood. When the hemor- 
rhages did occur, the coil was once reenforced 
second coil top it, several large, flat ice 
bags, both. Such treatment was evidently effec- 
tive. 

Use Drugs: Intestinal Antiseptics and General 
Measures.—The selection routine drug for ty- 
phoid fever, for the purpose general intestinal 
antisepsis for direct effect upon the typhoid 
bacillus the body, matter that comes 
every case. seems clear that, until have 
proper anti-typhoid serums, cannot hope ad- 
minister any drug, particularly mouth, that will 
directly affect the active typhoid bacillus. may 
able get into the bowel chemical substance 
that will destroy the free bacteria there without in- 
juring the intestinal mucous membrane, but cer- 
tainly cannot hope reach the bacilli Peyer’s 
patches, and those buried the mucous membrane. 
These are the ones that are doing the damage. The 
best that can hope for present moderate 
control the general fermentation, particularly the 
exaggerated fermentation frequently accompanying 
the disturbed intestinal digestion typhoid. This 
should, when needed, attempted each case; but 
the greatest care necessary the selection 
drug for routine use, because the body has enough 
combatting the toxins injuring and damaging 
its various cells and tissues without adding depress- 
ing irritating drugs hamper the heart injure 
the kidney. The array so-called specific drugs 
with which physician, community where ty- 
phoid prevalent, assaulted from various sources, 
particularly pharmaceutical firms, astonishing. 
many cases found that drug treatment was good 
treatment; but others, where the intestinal dis- 
turbance was marked, found that capsule salol 
gr. iii, guaicol carbonate iii, given one 
three times per day was great service. But its 
administration was always carefully checked 
urinary examinations, and never felt secure un- 
concerned its use. severe cases fermentation 
with loss bowel tone and distension abdomen, 
almost uniformly gratifying results were obtained 
from the use oil turpentine given emulsion 
with compound spirits lavender. The dose varied 
from drop thirty drops the rectified turpen- 
tine. Its value, particularly combined with the ex- 
ternal use turpentine stupes the abdomen, was 
frequently most striking, but the urinary secretion 
had carefully watched. 

Stimulants—In the majority cases treated 
me, brandy whisky was used some time during 
the fever, and frequently throughout the period 
severe symptoms. Its value was often striking, par- 
ticularly cases where the general nourishment was 
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poor; where the pulse became thready and 
factory, and where pneumonia was present. When 
beneficial, had bad effects that could ascertain, 
even though taken large amounts. seemed 
readily consumed and great general body help, 
well aid the cardiac muscle. cases where 
its administration produced the series symptoms 
that one sees from its use healthy men, was not 
found much value, and was temporarily 
permanently discarded. Giving milk was often 
unwise, seems times interfere with the 
digestion the milk and turn the patient against 
milk 

value strychnin typhoid was 
frequently tested, and, while not without its dangers, 
was found the greatest service. Particularly 
was this true for prompt stimulation when required 
during the fever, and for fairly regular administra- 
tion, either tablets syrup with hypophos- 
phates, iron, etc., during the convalescent period. 
only one case did seem increase the nervous- 
ness; most patients rather lessened the nervous 
symptoms. great danger its stimulation 
peristalsis and the temptation use when the 
collapse following hemorrhage occurs. Its value 
the treatment collapse will noticed under 
later heading. 

Caffein drug, mouth hypo- 
dermically, was found particularly valuable 
cardiac stimulant and diuretic when the strychnin 
alone was not successful. 

cold pack was the most uniformly 
successful sedative and hypnotic used. The best 
drug was heroin hydrochlorid gr. 1-24 1-12 given 
hypodermically. was the greatest value for 
hypnosis, but frequently quieted delirium and con- 
vulsive movements. Morphin was occasionally used, 
but not with gratifying results, for although fre- 
quently helped temporarily, seemed disorganize 
digestion and increase the tendency constipation 
much that did more harm than good. Heroin 
also not blameless these regards, but was found 

when combined with sodium bromide, and given 
warm, small, mucilaginous, fairly high rectal injec- 
tion, was frequently strikingly helpful and not notice- 
ably depressing. several cases when all other 
sedative measures failed, hypodermic injection 
1-200 1-75 grain hydrobromate hyoscin 
had prompt and most beneficial effect. 

Enemas and Laxatives—A most uniform mani 
festation this typhoid epidemic was the presence 
obstinate constipation. Its control was 
considerable concern. many cases, small daily 
low injections glycerin oz., water were 
alone required. others soapsuds injections 
somewhat larger quantity. Great care was taken not 
use plain water, which merely distends the bowel, 
and depends upon that for the excitation peristal- 
sis, rather than chemotaxic effect, and also not 
use too large quantity put too high. 
Where saline were given for general ef- 
fect flush the lower bowel rather than excite 
peristalsis, great care was taken not have them 
given too high, too great quantity, too rapidly 
with too great pressure. The postmortem observa- 
tion typhoid colon sufficient show that 
distension did not directly induce hemorrhage per- 
foration, could bring about marked changes the 
repair the ulcerated areas. very obstinate cases 
constipation, was considered wiser use com- 
Epsom salts and water rather than 
excite too great and continued peristalsis large 
doses cathartic drugs.

From the inner 
layer buds are protruded that form eventually daugh- 
ter cysts; these finally become detached, and from 
their interior are developed granddaughter cysts. 
The the cyst non-albuminous, clear and 
specific gravity 1005 1009. may contain 
sugar. Ordinarily the scolices characteristic 
hooklets can seen microscopically. The echino- 
coccus may live many years. When dies the cyst 
converted into putty-like mass, which may par- 
tially calcified. Several years ago, making 
autopsy demented old man who had died from 
chronic diarrhea, found cyst containing granular 
putty-like material, the neighborhood the cecum, 
which now think must have been echinococcic 
origin. microscopical examination was made. 
The cyst may rupture. externally, this may result 
blood vessel the peritoneal cavity the result may 
most serious. 

Dr. Paul Bresee Los Angeles reports three 
cases that has seen. two the patients ex- 
pectorated large quantities bile-stained pus which 
contained characteristic hooklets; both patients re- 
covered. The third case was discovered au- 
topsy. was not suspected during life. 

The seriousness suppuration the cyst varies. 
Many times produces symptoms pyemia; some- 
times the symptoms produced are few. 

The following case illustrates the few symptoms 
that may arise from the suppuration the cyst: 

Miss O., native California, nurse, never had pet 
dog. For a year she had some discomfort in lower part 
the right side chest. six different occasions had 
severe pain in this region, with dyspnea and difficulty in 
raising right arm from side. These symptoms lasted for 
about three hours. Early December she consulted Dr. 
John Kirkpatrick, with whom saw her. that time 
a fluctuating tumor, not painful, the size of a duck’s egg, 
could felt over the right eighth rib, the middle 
axillary line. Temperature ran for three weeks from 
100 degrees. She continued work for three weeks, 
and then consented to an operation, In which I had the 
pleasure assisting Dr. Kirkpatrick. The tumor con- 
tained pus. When cleaned out, small opening could 
seen the costal space. Four inches the eighth rib 
was resected. large quantity pus escaped. hole 
in the diaphragm was found. Through this a large cavity, 
containing pus and laminated membrane, was emptied. 
Gauze was used for drainage. The hooklets were found. 
The patient seems practically well. Very little drain- 
age pus from pleural cavity.

Pancreatic cyst formed much more rapidly than 
hydatid cyst; usually follows injury, and 
rule starts from the tail the pancreas; hence lies 
behind the stomach and the left hypochondriac 
region. However, have had one case pancreatic 
cyst originating from the tail the pancreas which 
simulated every way attack suppurative ap- 
pendicitis. easy conceive that pancreatic 
cyst which presents itself toward the right hypo- 
chondriac region might, from position, simulate 
hydatid cyst growing from the under surface the 
right lobe.

Dr. Hunkin.—I think should feel greatly 
indebted Dr. Moffitt for showing many things 
which did not know. This woman whom 
has presented saw many years ago and made 
diagnosis sarcoma. There was question 
mind about and was very easily mistaken. 
see very few joint cases due nervous lesions. 
Once while run across knee case which 
think tabetic. had never seen hip which 
thought was tabetic. had case hysteria 
young woman about 18. She had spinal tuber- 
culosis and had been treated for it. She had de- 
veloped hip joint lesion, and after some months 
developed some peculiar nervous symptoms which 
recognized hysteria. After while de- 
cided that she had hysterical hip. took 
about one minute and half cure her and she has 
remained well ever since. have had several hysterical 
hip joints but none quite well marked that 
one. The girl had swelling around the hip joint 
over inches. 

Dr. Levison.—Dr. Moffitt laid stress upon 
the possibility error diagnosis Charcot’s 


joint. have seen number errors that way. 
have seen such legs amputated for 
the same time feel that surgeon who has 
joint will seldom make the mistake. Dur- 
ing the last few years have come contact with 
number orthopedic conditions. The difficulty 
does not lie recognizing the condition, but 
recognizing condition that not fully developed 
tabes. Under ordinary circumstances the surgeon 
examining nervous case once suspects or- 
condition, and looks for the knee jerk; 
gets knee jerk satisfied that the patient 
not suffering from tabes. matter fact the 
neuropath to-day, have delayed knee jerk, 
the Achilles reflex absent one more sensory 
changes present, diagnose tabes. Mistakes are made 
this way. These conditions will occur every 
once while individuals with beginning tabes.

saw case young boy years age; 
after coming home from the baths had sharp 
pain the penis.

There was really nothing for the case except 
amputation, which was done and the wound healed 
without trouble. The man has been well ever since 
far that particular condition was concerned. 
The patient whose radiograph was shown, with the 
tabetic elbow and shoulder, with great hypertrophy 
bone, was pleasure see with Dr. Reynolds 
and was greatly interested it. course this 
trouble more frequent the lower extremity than 
the upper. With regard surgical prognosis 
such cases the clinical course not comparable 
ordinary infected elbow joints, which pretty 
serious matter when the infection with the germ. 


Dr. case justifies little 
further description. The case was typical that 
really offered difficulty diagnosing after the 
condition was once thought of. presented many 
typical features that may well over them. 
The man came the clinic complaining enor- 
mous swelling the shoulder. had come up, 
Dr. Moffitt says, the course the night. 
said the history that the same thing had occurred 
the elbow eighteen years before and the fact 
its having occurred the same sequence made 
think the two were associated. Eighteen years be- 
fore had had enormous swelling the elbow 
coming the same way and short time the 
swelling had disappeared, and thereafter there was 
interference with function and pain. That 
had gone for the period eighteen years, 
slow growth, until this accident, shown the 
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radiograph. The shoulder was the condition de- 
seribed and after thinking various things, among 
which considered sarcoma the elbow joint, 
which eliminated, came the conclusion that 
was neurotic; syringo myelia which had had 
for eighteen years. The symptoms consisted 
atrophy the entire ossii the thumb and insensi- 
bility pain and temperature the whole left 
Also some scoliosis which must have been one 
the ordinary symptoms. The swelling the shoulder 
was enormous; apparently the shoulder well 
the bursa around it. After staying the hos- 
pital gradually went down but did not entirely 
disappear. left the hospital after some weeks 
and the joint will probably the same way. 
The elbow presented hypertrophy and atrophy the 
same joint. The shoulder was purely atrophic 
The upper end the ulna Radius 
not involved all. 

Dr. one takes number loco- 
motor cases will found that the large percentage 
occurs the poorer classes. They all probably have 
had preliminary injuries. The important question 
the treatment. have seen several these loco- 
motor joints treated different ways. Two three 
them were kept perfect rest immediately fol- 
lowing their occurrence and the effusion disappeared. 
think the recognition this kind joint im- 
portant, much with the proper kind 
treatment can get good results. have seen 
two three interesting cases the hospital. There 
has been man there supposed have osteo 
deformans the spine. Impossible bend and had 
walk with sticks. There was hyperactivity 
the thyroid gland. was treated with milk diet 
and sodium phosphate with the result that the rigidity 
disappeared. now able walk about and can 
bend over. Samme with Parkinson’s disease. have 
man with definite symptoms Parkinson’s disease, 
tremor, voice symptoms, arthritis both hip and 
shoulder joints; but already paying attention 
the diet much the rigidity has passed off and 
able walk with one stick. should all recognize 
the fact that with the proper kind treatment 
the proper time can lot for these cases.

one considers carefully the anatomic construe- 
tion the uterine ligaments, one cannot help but 
impressed with the importance the utero-sacral 
ligaments the chief factor maintaining the 
uterus its normal position. have seven pairs 
ligaments. connected with the uterus, three pairs 
being peritoneal reflections, and generally termed 
false ligaments, and four pairs true ligaments 
composed fibro-muscular structure. The false liga- 
ments are: the lateral broad ligaments, the an- 
terior vesico-uterine ligaments, and the posterior 
recto-uterine ligaments. The true ligaments are: 
the round ligaments, the utero-sacral ligaments, the 
utero-pelvic ligaments, and the utero-ovarian liga- 
ments, 

The false ligaments, while generally supportive 
character, cannot considered truly supporting 
the uterus. They fail contain the proper histologic 
elements necessary secure adequate supporting 
power. Their function three-fold character: 
They form elastic, bridge-like structure for the 
conveyance and support the vessels and nerves 
supplying the uterus. They serve maintain nor- 
mal anatomic relations between the uterus and the 
other pelvic organs. They act buffers re- 
ducing pelvic friction the minimum. 

Now let look the true ligaments and see what 
supporting power they have. The round ligaments 
act guys, allowing the uterus free play motion, 
and yet becoming taut the uterine fundus pushed 
back farther than inch inch and quarter. 
The utero-ovarian ligaments give support the 
uterus, but act support the ovaries, holding 
them their normal pelvic plane. The utero- 
pelvic ligaments, passing from the pelvic fascia over 
the upper part the internal obturator muscle 
the sides the uterus and vagina, limit the side 
play the cervix, and, when acting conjunction 
with the utero-sacral ligaments, help maintain the 
natural uterine equipoise. The utero-sacral ligaments, 
attached the upper part the cervix one end 
and the upper and lateral aspect the sacrum 
the other, hold the cervix backwards and upwards, 
thereby promoting anteversion the uterine fundus. 
quite obvious that would difficult for the 
fundus become retroverted while the upper cervix 
sustained the direction line drawn from the 
internal the sacro-lumbar articulation. 

recapitulate, then, have, under normal condi- 
tions, the round ligaments acting anterior stay 
the fundus, limiting its backward displacement;

The 
normal plane the cervix becomes altered and the 
cervix moves forward and upward towards the an- 
vaginal wall, and, the cervix swings forward, 
the fundus naturally swings the opposite direction 
until, when the cervix oceupies acutely anterior 
position, the fundus has either turned completely 
backward, find held partly forward the 
round ligaments while the uterus whole retro- 
posed, and the maintenance this position for any 
great length time will weaken the anterior sup- 
portive structures that they will relax sufficiently 
permit the fundus retrovert. The above picture 
ihe gradual stretching out the utero-sacral liga- 
ments and the consequent production retroversion 
have been able demonstrate case after case, 
and the more practice surgery, and the more 
study the female pelvis, both health and disease, 
the more impressed become with the importance 
these ligaments natural factors maintaining 
normal uterine equipoise. 

The rational operative treatment for the relief 
retroversion the uterus where operative treatment 
necessary, consists, opinion, the recon- 
struction the natural ligamentary supports which 
longer supportive. The combined shortening the 
utero-sacral and round ligaments intra-abdominally 
appeals the ideal procedure. The technic 
comparatively simple, and the results most satisfac- 
tory. the same time have opportunity care 
for whatever associated pathologic lesions may 
present, 

The method shortening the utero-sacral liga- 
ments which practice one suggested 
Stoner. The uterus drawn upward and forward 
order bring the ligaments into prominence, and 
each ligament transfixed with fine silk suture two 
two and half inches from its uterine insertion. 
Midway between these first sutures and the uterus 
the ligaments are again pierced with fine silk 
suture. After slightly relaxing the traction the 
uterus, the first higher suture drawn downward 
and anchored the uterus and the uterine attach- 
ment the ligament. The lower suture drawn up- 
ward toward the sacro-iliac junction and attached 
its fellow. Thus the ligament folded upon itself 
three-ply fold. The operation completed whip- 
ping the folds together with fine chromicized catgut. 
promote firmer adhesions between the folds 
ligament the edges may treated with applica- 
tion 1-500 solution bichloride mercury; but 
care should taken wipe dry any excess the 
solution. The ligaments must shortened just 
enough place the cervix easy elevated posi- 
tion. This operation itself probably sufficient 
hold the uterus securely place. make assur- 
ance doubly sure, however, wise also shorten 
the round ligaments one the standard methods. 

The method shortening the round ligaments 
which that suggested Clarence Web- 
ster, and emphasized Baldy, which consists 
passing pair forceps through each broad liga- 
ment from behind, directly opposite the uterine inser- 
tion the round ligament and close the uterus, 
pulling through loop round ligament each side, 
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uniting these two loops with fine silk suture, and 
attaching them the lower posterior surface the 
fundus with catgut.

One thing would like 
say regard the treatment: would advoeate, 
under certain pelvic massage. have 
seen and read about very interesting work Munich 
and other places, and feel quite sure that some 
cases, especially cases retroversion and retroflex- 
ion, have been materially benefited massage. 
not mean vaginal massage. There are great 
objections massage because through 
the vaginal outlet, but great results can obtained, 
and should selected cases. When 
constipation for years seems symptom that 
ean ascribed anything retroversion 
the uterus, have found good results from massage 
for three four weeks. When the ligaments are 
relaxed and not hold the ovaries the proper 
place, can replace the ovaries. Even with cysts 
the ovaries, which encourage immediate ab- 
dominal section, think pelvic massage these 
very good when you exclude infection. 
The breaking these cysts done gentle way, 
and infection can probably not have seen 
dilated ovarian tubes aspirated, and with this dilation 
and disturbance have also seen retroversion and 
retrofiexion improved. 


Dr. agree with Dr. Krone. This 
paper does not recommend operative procedure all 
cases. General pelvic treatment should given 
faithful trial. have practiced the manipulation sug- 
gested, and have found most useful. wish 
impress upon your minds the fact that the uterc- 
sacral ligaments are the important ones con- 
sidered. can tell, whenever draw the cervix well 
down and feel the condition these ligaments, 
whether the case will probably yield palliative 
measures whether will necessary resort 
operative procedures. They are very firm, fibrous 
bands, with very definite anatomic position. 
very easy feel them, very easy massage them 
and apply electricity them, and very easy 
shorten them operative manipulation.
